the Washington reaction 
to the trouble which well may be 
ahead. 
Except for the French ex­ 
perts, no one seems to expect what 
has been done to benefit France in 
the long run, 
If the bottom drops 
out of the value of the franc in 
the free Maria market. France too 
will suffer 
Meanwhile, a Euro­ 
pean monetary crisis well may oc­ 
cur, may spread outward into the 
rest of the world and may become 
a general economic crisis.

with these storms quite possible 
ahead, and certain, if they come, 
to rock and batter us as well as 
every one else, the hatches of our 
own ship are not battened down 
and the lifeboats have not been 
provisioned for months.

The commission listed four “pri­ 
mary" objectives of the weapon 
program and said “progress is be­ 
ing made toward all" of them. 
They are: 
►"Expansion 
of production fa­ 
cilities to effect a continuous flow 
of component parts. 
►"Development of new designs, 
stemming partly from work done 
during the war. 
• 
► Improvement and standardiza­ 
tion in the design of component 
parts. 
► Standardization of procedures 
— and provision of standard in­ 
structions—for storage and hand­ 
ling.’’ 
Under the heading "weapon pro­ 
duction", the commission said: 
“The atomic weaapons produced 
during the war were literally lab­ 
oratory products, experimental de­ 
vices not only designed but also 
largely fabricated and assembled 
by the distinguished scientists who
